The world's dairy industry is receiv- 
ing, at the present time, more serious 
investigation and > consideration than 
ever before in the world's history. 

Commissions appointed by our Gov- 
ernment aud by corporate dairy inter- 
ests are endeavoring to arrive at the 
true status of the industry in the old 
world, while commissions appointed by 
old world governments are making a 
very careful survey of their home con- 
ditions and the available supply of 
foreign dairy cattle and products. 
Some of these Commissions are repre- 
sented in this country now. 

In order, therefore, that all dairy re- 
search of the period might have some 
concentrating point, invitations haye 
been issued, and prospectuses sent by 
our government to all foreign govern- 
ments through the American Consular 
Service, covering the National Dairy 
Show and the replies received indicate 
a very keen interest, as noted by some 
half dozen acceptances' of this invita- 
tion that haye been received from for- 
eign powers, in which it is stated that 
delegates or commissions will represent 
them at the. show this fall. 

So far as our cattle interests sre 
concerned, our home demands possibly 
afford the best market for good cattle 
that there is available today, and we 
should take advantage of the necessary 
readjustment of the world's dairy 
supplies going on, to put ourselves in 
shape through a war to the hilt on the 
scrub at home, and the building up of 
our herds that will make us invincible 
when it comes to taking care of the 
world's needs of dairy products. 

However, in point of invention and 
character of manufacture, a visit by 
uny .government commission will un- 
doubtedly discover many things in the 
dairy machinery and equipment line 
that will be new to them, and highly 
important to their progress. 

This makes of the dates— October 6th 
to 12th, 1919, dates of far reaching and 
vast importance to our National Dairy 
Industry, and any man associated with 
the industry who does not prepare to 
participated in the great events of that 
week at the National Dairy Show; is 
not seeking to keep up with the pro- 
cession of progress in his industry. 

The Department of our government 
most at interest, and theNational Dairy 
Association ask and urge the kindliest 
and heartiest co-operation of all officials 
of dairy associations in spreading the 
gospel of this year's National Dairy 
Show programme.

He left the old Dowst home, south- 
west corner Utica and Madison street, 
and the balance of his estate after the 
death of his sister, Mrs. Henry Green, 
to the city of Waukegan to be used for 
an emergency hospital to be known as 
The Jane Dowst Emergency Hospital, 
in memory of his mother, a pioneer of 
"Waukegan. 

As Mr. Dowst was head of .the big 
publishing firm of Dowst brothers, pub- 
lishers of the National Laundry Journal 
it means that Waukegan is to receive 
the biggest gift within its history. 

It is variously estimated that Mr. 
Dowst left a fortune of upwards from 
$200,000. 

The will provides that the emergency 
hospital shall be governed by the city 
council of Waukegan.

Postal Rates Will 

Drop on July First 

Postmaster Frank B. Huber has re 
ceiyed a notice from the PostmaBter 
General which official fixes the re-adop- 
tion of pre-war postal rates to take 
effect on July 1. From the first of the 
coming month on, the rates on all first 
class mail will drop from three to two 
cents ah ounce. Drop, letters as well 
as those going out of the city will be 
two cents while postal cards will be 
one cent 

Thp notice from the postal head- 
quarters also states that those persons' 
owning three cent stamped envelopes 
or two cent stamped cards will have 
the privilege of returning them to the 
poatoffice and getting them exchanged 
for two cent envelopes and one cent 
post cards. No money will be refund- 
ed on stamps but stamps of smaller de- 
nominations will be given in exchange. 
The exchange of stamps will be closed 
after August 1st. All persons wishing 
to exchange their stamps or envelopes . 
will have the privilege only between 
July 1 and August 1. 

Due to the falling off in mail and the 
huge increase in the cost of handling 
mailed material, the Government found 
it imperative to raise the rates on first 
clasB mail matter. With the end of 
the war however foreign mail has in- 
creased and sufficient help is again 
available to handle all of the mailed 
matter. The law which was passed 
ordering the raise in mail rates provid- 
ed also that the rates should be dropped 
to normal six months after the culmin- 
ation of hostilities. As the armistice 
was signed early in November and 
peace is now assured the rates have 
been ordered to their pre-war basis 
again.

Says He'll Move National Capital to St. Louis 

WASHINGTON.— Senator Sherman of Illinois threatened the other day, to 
have the capital of the United States removed from Washington to the 
middle West. The senator is still on the warpath against profiteering land- 
lords of the District of Columbia and 
snys if they persist In gouging the pub- 
lic after war-time legislation restrain- 
ing them becomes inoperative, he will 
"up and move" the capital westward 
to grow up with the country. Wash- 
ington never was a good place for it, 
anyway, ho Insists. 

But the Illinois senator does not 
even have his own state or Its metrop- 
olis In mind. He suggests St. Louis 
as the probable place he will pick 
for the future capita] of the nation. 
"I have been giving the matter of landlord extortion consideration," said 
Senator Sherman; "After peace has been proclaimed, I do not see how a 
law can bo passed which will limit a landlord In the amount of rent he may 
charge any more thnn It would be possible to-pass a law saying how much a 
man mny charge for wheat or any other commodity. 

'"It has been reported to me that there will be n general nnd heavy in- 
crease in rents by the landlords. If that happens, I shall immediately Intro- 
duce n measure transferring the capital of the nation to some other place, 
possibly. St. Louis, 

"I do not think that mnny persons here reolize the extent of the feeling 
which hus been aroused among the members of congress by the exorbitant 
charges for rent and food and clothing they have been compelled to pay In 
Washington. A bill of the kind I have mentioned will have strong support." 
From a military point of view, Washington is about the poorest place 
that could be selected for a capital of the notion, he says. 

Nor Is it centrally located so far as tho interests of the country are 
concerned.

Adoption of a National Highways Policy Likely 

f.TUIE adoption of a national highways policy by the United States Chamber 
I of Commerce at Its annual convention, coupled with recent announce- 
ments by Sciator Penrose, the next chnirmnn of the somite finance committee, 

nnd Senntor Bnnkhead, retiring chair- 
man of the senate committee on post 
ofllces nnd post roads, that they stand 
for national highways tremendously 
strengthened and probability of pass- 
age of the Townscnd bill at the extra 
session of congress," soys David Jame- 
son, president of the American Auto- 
mobile association. 

"A national highway system can 
be kept within S per cent of the total 
mileage of highways In the United 
States and still -serve our fundamental 
needs. To make this point clear it may safely be stated that a zone, ten 
miles in width and 75,000 miles In length, will reach more than S5 per cent 
of the population of the United Stntes, more thnn 85 per cent of tho tnxublo 
real estate and more thnn f)5 per cent of the tonnage of farm products. 

"Such n system would protect with n military highway having nn aggre- 
gate length of about 10,S00 miles ,our Atlantic, Gulf, Mexican, Pacific and 
Canndlnn borders; would' -give access to our national forests, our national 
parks and open up much of the public domain not now easily accessible, and 
would, afford trunk-lino routes for parcel post in the . territories where this 
form of transportation Is most Intensive In chnrncter." 

He also says that If as a condition to the building of the nntlonnl high- 
ways in each state n construction of nn equivalent mileage of state highways 
should' be required, this would add 75,000 miles of stnte highways. 
This, with the national system, would aggregate 150,000 miles

In all of our dealings with foreign peoples and governments we nro 
handicapped because we do not use the some system of measurements, 
American scientists were compelled 'long since to adopt the metric system, 
with the result that many of their publications are incomprehensible. Now 
the war has convinced thousands of persons of the necessity for using' tho 
universal; language of measurement ..In this country, with tho result that 
the meter has many new and influential backers. 

"This country hns lagged behind the rest of the world by neglecting to 
adopt a system of quantity expression so simple that the average child of ten 
can learn Its essential features in ten minutes," is the way H. D. Hubbard, 
one of the experts on weights and measures at Uie bureau of standards, 

puts it. \ 

He also snys that our failure to cast aside a clumsy medieval system 
for one that Is modern nnd practical has greatly handicapped us In business 
abroad and nt home. , 

Ofllclnls of the United States bureau of standards feel certain that tola 
country will ultimately use the metric system.

Non-Stop Flight Is Achieved by 

British Naval Airplane 

Officer. 



AMERICAN NAVIGATES PLANE 
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Both Pilot and Navigator. In Good Splrv 
its When They Came Down Near 
Clifden, Ireland*— Flew Upside 
Down at Times. . 



London, June 17. — To Jack Alcock, a 
captain In the British royal nlr force, 
arid his navigator, Lieut Arthur W. 
Brown, an American, goes the honor 
of having made. the first non-stop flight 
across the Atlantic, from Newfound- 
land to Ireland. The Dally Mall's $G0,- 
OOO prize Is theirs. 

Forty minutes after eight o'clock 
Sunday morning their big Vlckers- 
Vlmy biplane landed oh the bench near 
Clifden, Galway. They made the 
flight In 10 hours and 27 minutes, hav- 
ing left St. Johns, Newfoundland, at 
1:13 Saturday afternoon (Greenwich 
time), 12:13 New York time. 

Both pilot and navigator were in 
good spirits, ' but terribly fatigued. 
Every mile of the flight was a terrible 
battle against the elements. Of the 
human qualities that combined to con- 
quer the nlr on this direct transatlan- 
tic route unshnknble pluck was un- 
questionably the decisive factor. Im- 
mediately after landing, Captain Al- 
cock said : 

"We were tired, being alone In the 
fog and drizzle. Sometimes we found 
ourselves flying upside down .while en- 
veloped In the heavy blanket of fog. 
Our wireless was useless for the 
greater, part of the flight. The wire- 
less propeller blew off soon after we 
started from St. Johns. Our receiver 
was much jammed by strong signals 
oot Intended for us." 

Both Alcock and Lleutennnt Brown 
were In good spirits when they made 
their lnndlng. The machine suffered 
some minor dnmnges through coming 
down rather heavily on the sandy 
?hore, but neither Alcock nor Brown 
suffered any Injury. 

The remarkable flying time, avcrag- 

ng close to two miles a minute. Is 

, creditable to a favorable wind, which 

nt times added 30 miles nn hour to the 

speed of the biplane. 

The landing was rough. The fuse- 
lage bowled Into the sand and the lin- 
en on the under-surfnee of the lower 
wings was ripped. Neither Alcock nor 
Brown whs Injured. Stiffly they 
crawled from their cockpits and shook 
hands. 

The flight was n triumph of air navi- 
gation. Lieutenant Brown plotted a 
course that brought the airplane to a 
midpoint on the west Irish const. Clif- 
den Is a seaport and market town 29 
miles southwest of "Westport. 

Shortly after the plane took the nlr 
at 0:13, Greenwich time, Saturday af- 
ternoon (11:13 a. m. Chicago time), 
the propeller of the wireless sending 
Generator blew off. This explained the 
silence of the radio Instruments. The 
/■ ...receiving apparatus remained In work- 
'ing.^.trim, and throughout the flight 
wireless signal? were picked up. 

A heavy fog enveloped the ship dur- 
ing part of the flight nnd made navi- 
gation difficult nnd at times Impossi- 
ble. 

The course flown was the snme 
which Harry Hawker planned. The 
bomber flew almost directly above the 
spot where the little Sopwlth flopped 
Into the Atlantic. 

While n thousand persons witnessed 
the take-off, only a handful of startled 
villagers were within seeing distance 
when the plane crashed to Its landing.' 
Several fishing vessels off the west 
coast sighted the airship as it swept 
In from the Atlantic. 

Within a few minutes after the land- 
ing Cllfdon's thousand Inhabitants 
were pressed about the plane. The avi- 
ators were carried to the town on the 
shoulders of the enthusiastic residents. 

Captain Alcock flashed to London the 
. .news of completion of the flight. The 
Vlckers-Vlmy company has wired n re- 
quest that he and Brown wait at Clif- 
den for the arrival of mechanics who 
will repair the plane. It Is planned to 
hove Alcock continue the flight to Eng- 
land nnd give an exhibition over Lon- 
don. 

Both Alcock nnd Brown stood the 
journey well. 

"Except for difficulties with fog and 
the loss of our wireless propeller, the 
trip was uneventful," Captain Alcock 
said. "Both engines performed In 
splendid fashion. From the minute we 
took off there appeared to be no doubt 
.of our success." 

* The plane was built originally to 
bomb Berlin. The armistice was 
signed beforo It could bo put Into war 
service. It has a cruising radius of 2- 
440 miles.

Gory, Ind., June 17.— Five auto ban- 
dits failed in an attempt to hold up the

•cost the, life of Herman W. Vecker, the 
cashier. The bandits shot him dead 
nnd fled. 
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Colonel Hadsell's Men Open General 
Engagement With Artillery Fire— 
Rebels Driven From Race Track- 
Cavalry Charges. 

El Paso, Tex., June 17.— American 
troops and Mexican rebels under 
Villa fought a general engagement at 
the race track to the south of Juarez 
shortly after two o'clock Monday 
morning. The Americans were vic- 
torious. Villa's rebels were driven 
from the race track by the American 
rlile and machine-gun tire. Many, pris- 
oners were taken by the American cav- 
alry, which surrounded the rebels on 
the east and southeast, according to 
an official announcement Issued by the 
army headquarters here. 

At 2:05 In the morning Colonel Hod- 
sell's troops opened the general en- 
gagement with artillery fire against 
the Villlstas In' the old federal 
trenches to the east and southeast of 
Juarez. 

An American soldier shot nnd killed 
o Mexican sniper who fired on him 
from an adobe house. Orders have 
been given for the American soldiers 
to shoot all snipers. A woman and an- 
other Mexican on the roof with the 
sniper were captured. 

Private Richard Casey, Eighty-sec- 
ond artillery, was shot, througn the 
chest; Private Alfred Friedman of the 
Twentytfourth Infantry was shot in 
the leg, and Sergt. R. M. Buckles of 
the Ninth engineers was struck in the 
thigh by snipers' bullets prior to the 
crossing of the American troops. This 
Increases the American casualties to 
two killed and seven wounded. 

Having advanced through Juarez 
with the armored motor trucks In the 
vanguard, the Twenty-fourth infan- 
try column halted between Juarez and 
the nice track at 1:30 In the morning 
to penult the federal Infantry, to retire 
into the town. 

One American soldier Is known to 
have been killed thus far In the fight- 
ing. He was a gunner in the Eighty- 
second artillery. He was struck by 
a bullet sent by n Mexican sniper. 

Immediately after this Brig. Gen. J. 
B. Erwin ordered 25 American shnrp- 
shooters. to return the lire and drive 
out the Mexican siflpers. 

It was shortly after this that the 
American artillery opened. 

The decision of the Americans to 
take part In the fighting was the re- 
sult of the killing of a man nnd a 
woman In El Paso by shots from the 
rebel forces, who for several days 
have been attempting to capture 
Juarez from the Currnnzlstas. 

Others shots have fallen Into El 
Paso and the American army officers 
decided to move Into Mexlcnn soil to 
stop it. 

It was at 11 o'clock at night that 
.thi» order to advance across the river 
was given, and in less than ten min- 
utes more than 3,000 American troops 
were on Mexican soil. 

The Fourth battalion of the Twen- 
ty-fourth Infantry (negroes), United 
States regulars, crossed the Interna- 
tional bridge to Juarez at 11 o'clock. 

The Fifth and Seventh cavalry (reg- 
ulars) crossed the International boun- 
dary at three fords to the east of El 
Paso. 

A battalion of the Eighty-second ar- 
tillery crossed the Rio Grande to the 
east of the stockyards. 

Col. Selaii It. II. Tompkins of the 
Seventh cavalry was In command of 
the cavalry brigade which crossed at 
the fords and Colonel Hndsell was in 
command of the Infantry. Two nr- 
jnored motorcars rumbled over tlie 
bridge at 10:55 p. m„ going to Juarez. 

By midnight colored soldiers of tho 
Twenty-fourth Infantry were patrol- 
ling the principal streets of Juarez, 

All Americans without special per- 
mits were taken to the bridge and 
ordered to the American side. 

The Intervention of the Amerlcnns 
In the buttle followed a day of suc- 
cess for Villa. Martin Lopez, his 
chief tleutennnt, was Inside the city 
soon after six o'clock, lending his 
men In desperate house-to-house fight- 
ing. 

Col. Francisco Del Arco nssumed 
command of the federal forces In tho 
field opposing the Villa assault after 
Colonel Escobar was wounded, nnd 
Immediately cleared the buildings and 
railroad cars along the Mexico North- 
western and Mexican Central rail- 
roads of Villa rebels. 

At dusk the Villa forces were 
again where they were when they 
started their attack at 4 MO In after- 
noon—south of the agricultural col- 
lego and north of the nice track.

Atlnntlc City, K J., Juno 10.— Secre- 
tary Wilson of tho department of !n- 
bor, addressing the convention of the 
American Federation of Labor on Fri- 
day, counseled organized lnbor not to 
participate In the proposed national 
strike for the liberation of Thomas 
Mooney, convicted of complicity In the 
San Frnnclsco bomb plot. Mr. Wilson 
said the government was Investigating 
tho evidence In the case with a view to 
granting Mooney^n new trial and that 
working men could not properly con- 
stitute themselves a jury to try him. 
The' secretary also referred to the 
"bolshcvlsts. of the United States," 
who, he sold, were allied with the I. 
W. W. and for whom the working men 
of America had no sympathy whatever 
when they understood the bolshevlst 
creed. Bolshevism, the secretary soldi 
esentlnlly created obligatory labor, 
or virtual slavery; and all working 
men had been fighting against slavery 
since tho day of Moses. 'Reconstruc- 
tion problems, the secretary added, 
can be met by evolution rather than 
by revolution. The power of the bal- 
lot, he said, will enable labor to get 
any reforms It desires.

Springfield, IH., June 12.— Illinois be- 
came the first stnte to ratify the 
Susan B. Anthony amendment to tho 
federal Constitution giving women full 
rights of suffrage when both houses 
of the general assembly on Tuesday 
adopted a. joint resolution. The vote 
In the house was 182 ayes and 3 nays. 
The senate vote was ununlraous. 

Madison, ..Wis., June 12.— Tlie fed- 
eral suffrage amendment to tlie Con- 
stitution has been ratified In Wiscon- 
sin by both houses of the legislature. 
The vote In "the assembly was 54 to 2. 
The vote In the senate was 23 to 1. 
.Lansing, Mich., June 12. — Michigan 
adopted the nntionrfl suffrage amend- 
ment Tuesday in a close race between 
house nnd sennte to see which should 
get It across first. By requesting the 
chaplain to, "make It snappy" and by 
making the vote unanimous without 
roll call the house won by 50 feet. 

Michigan women nppnrently were 
not wrought up about It, for not h 
woman was In either room except hnlf 
a dozen woman clerks. 

New York, June 12.— Twenty- two 
governors are asked to call special 
sessions of their legislatures Imme- 
diately to ratify the federal suffrage 
nmcndment,-ln a telegram from Mrs.

Do 
Kosey C. Cabell, commander of the 
Southern* department, who arrived 
from Snn Antonio nnd crossed tho In- 
ternational bridge^ for a conference 
with Gen. Francisco Gonzales, su- 
preme^ commander of the Juarez 
troops, after conferring with Brig. 
Gen. James' B. Erwin, coramunder of 
the El Paso border district arid tho 
expeditionary force which crossed Into 
Mexico. 

■'At the conference with General Gon- 
znles, General Cabell agreed. to with- 
draw the American troops as soon as 
they could get them together. 

General Gonzales then asked the 
American border commnnder If ho 
could not hove the in fata try withdrawn 
by 10:30 n. m.. which request wus 
granted. 

General Gonzales also requested 
General Cabell to make It. known 
through the press to the people of the 
United States that he, General Gon- 
zales, had not requested assistance 
from the United States In handling 
the situation. 

"I told General Gonzales that there 
was no Idea of Invading Mexlcun sov- 
ereignty nnd that tlie Infantry would 
withdraw as soon us possible/' Gen- 
eral Cabell announced, following the 
interview. 

At 10:45 n. m. the Twenty-fourth 
Infantry started marching across the 
International bridge from Juarez and 
b;- eleven o'clock the entire command 
was bock on American soil, after hav- 
ing spent exactly eleven hours on Mex- 
ican soil. 

American cavalry forces returned 
from Mexico with 100 Villa cavalry 
horses and nine prisoners.

REPLY TO TREATY 



Injustice of Pact in Its Present 
Formls Cited in Docu- 
ment. 



DECLARES ARMISTICE 

AGREEMENT VIOLATED 



Foe Uses 60,000 Words to Reply to 
Demands of the Victors— Says Ger- 
many's Importance Is Independent, 
of Military Position. 
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Pads, June 10.— "Germany's Impor- 
tance Is Independent of her temporary 
ltfllltary and political position. If she 
Is not admitted (to the League of Na- 
tions) Imrardiateiy'on the signing of 
peace it Is Impossible to speak of n 
Xeugue of Nations." 

This Is one of the points raised by 
Oennuny In her 00,000 word reply to 
the peace treaty, In which she makes 
a long series of counter-proposals. A 
summary of .that reply was Issued by 
the committee, on public information 
on the eve of the delivery to Count 
Ton BrockdorlT-Itantzau by the allies 
of the amended pact.' t . ' 

On the whole the .''summary covers 
little new ground, the main points of 
the German arguments having been 
covered In 'press dispatches during the 
last few weeks. Beyond putting ofll- 
clal stamp on those dispatches . the 
summary reveuls, however, some Inter- 
esting details. It shows, also, that Jhe 
German reply was * much stronger, 
both In text and tenor of protests and 
counter-demands, than • hitherto Indi- 
cated. 

Main Thread of Reply. 

The main thread of the Germnn an- 
swer Is the charge that the original 
pence treaty constitutes a breach of 
the solemn armistice agreement, based 
on the Wilson Ian 14 points. It says 
tho treaty would mean "the complete 
enslavement of the Germnn people and 
the betrayal of all the world's cher- 
ished hopes of peace." The right of 
self-determination, the Germans assert; 
has been "wilfully violated through-, 
out." 

It Is difllcult to see, Germany avers, 
how and harsher terms could havo 
been dlstated to the former Imperial- 
istic and Irresponsible government. 
Many speeches. of allied statesmen and 
of President Wilson are- then quoted 
as' saying the war. was against that 
government, not against the German 
people. In the words of the summary: 

''Today, however, tlu?alllcd powers 
are racing not n nlrresponslble Ger- 
man government hut thp German peo- 
ple ruling Its own future for Itself. 
This has been utterly disregarded. In 
the draft treaty." 

The treaty Is 'described as "merely 
ii celebration of the Inst triumph of Im- 
perialist and capitalist tendencies." > 

Won't Barter Human Beings. 
In another passage the reply says 
Oermany "cannot consent to the biuj 
turlng of human beings," and later: 

"The German .government declines 
to make any reparation In the form of 
g punishment, and Will more emphntlcal- 
Kg ly declines. fo pass on to Individual 
H parts of the population the punishment 
■ Intended for the whole of the com- 
jl'iuunlty." : '# . 

Annexation of tho Soar district Is 
^called the creation of another Alsace-

With the revised treaty Paul Datas- 
tn, secretary of -the. peace conference, 
handed Count von Brockdorff-Rant- 
zau a 4,500-word "covering" letter, 
written by Clemenceau. * It- Is -a bitter 
denunciation of Germany's bickering 
attitude, a stinging recapitulation' of 
her war crimes, an explanation of the 
treaty modifications, and— an ultima- 
tum. It tells the Germans flatly that 
no-further attempts at bargaining will 
be tolerated; that they must answer 
"yes" or "no," nnd do so within Ave 
days. 

This means that by six o'clock, this 
coming Saturday evening she must 
notify the powers without any "lfo" 
nnd "burs" and "howevers," whether 
she will or will not sign.

-If she says "no," five days hence, the 
peacemakers will lay aside their pens 
and tell Foch' to go abend, Ills sword 
Is sharp nnd half unsheathed, ready 
for tho "coup de grace.". He would 
promptly Inform the Germans, by wire- 
less ilmt the armistice Is 'oft and the 
war Willi be on again beginning nt six 
o'clock Tuesday night, June 21. The 
three fateful days between Saturday' 
and Tuesday are tlie last In which the 
Germans .may choose between utter 
mllltoro-economlc subjection nnd 
peace. 

In Clemonccnu's "rnke-lt-or-lcnve-lt" 
letter he admits that the treaty Is a 
hard one, hut ho adds that Its hard- 
ness Is fully .justified, by .German's 
course. In. plunging the world Into the 
abyss of war and by. her method* dur- 
ing the conflict. , He tolls them prac- 
tically In so many words that, hnvlng 
unloosed the world calamity, they 
must suffer for It. 

The revised treaty of peace contains 
assurance of membership in the 
League of Nations* "In >". the early fu- 
ture," provided Germany fulfills her 
obligations. 

/This Is.n considerable concession, 
though It does not meet the German 
demand for admittance to membership 
immediately. uijon the signing of pence. 

The new document meets the Ger- 
man demand for co-operation with* a 
German reparations commission. '* 

It also puts the powers on" record ns 
willing to receive suggestions for dis- 
charging the German reparatlonal ob- 
ligation. # 

This opens the way to 'oral discus- 
sions the Germans 'asked for— but not 
until peace Is signed.'; It removes' the 
grounds, on which • the Germans 
charged infringement on their sover- 
eignty nnd national pride, -In the 
reparatlonal transactions. 

Another change in the ' treaty text 
provides for the plebiscite In tipper 
Silesia for which the Germans had 
asked., It also guarantees coal- from 
that province (presumably jn the 
event- that the plebiscite goes against 
Germany).

dropped. '. The. Germnns had- declared 
they would acefpt such a commjsslon 
only If other straits were slmilnrly 
treated (alluding manifestly to the 
Suez and Panama canals). 

Among the modifications also are 
frontier rectifications In West Prussia^ 
The third zone of the Schleswlg 
plebiscite Is omitted lp the new draft. 
The Germnns had charged that this 
zone went further than Denmark her- 
self wished to go. *• 

Tho Germnns are allowed a tempor- 
ary Increase of their army from 100,- 
000 to 200,000, which meets 'their plea 
for a sufficient force to maintain law 
and order In the transition period. 

The revised document also contains 
n declaration of Intention to submit 
within n month of the signature of 
peace a list of those accused of viola- 
tions of the laws and customs of war. 
The Germnn reply had denied the 
allies right to extradite and try the ex- 
kalser or any other Germnn citizens. 
It declared Germany's willingness for 
an International neutral court to es- 
tablish the fact of crime, the punish- 
ment to be left to tho nntlpnnl courts. 
Germany's claims regarding Diinzhj 
are rejected. Danzig Is made a free 
city. Its Inhabitants will be autono- 
mous and do not come under Polish 
rule. Clemenceau'8 covering letter ex- 
plains that the city forms no purt of 
the Polish state. 

Poland, however, by the treaty, has 
.been given "certain economic rights" 
In Danzig. 
The Germnn reply said : 
"Danzig, a purely German town, 
must remain with the German empire, 
to make It a free city and to sur- 
render certain of Its rights to Poland 
would lend to violent opposition nnd a 
continuous state of wnr In the Enst." 
Tho Germans, however, offered to 
make Danzig, as well as Koenlgsberg, 
free ports. •

guilt nnd pound Into his brain the 
fact that the leniency Is really unde- 
served, Georges Clemenceau, premier 
of France, explains the revised treaty 
handed to Germany, Irishes the van- 
quished empire with a bitter, stloglng 
Indictment, lest its former or present 
masters, deeming clemency weakness^ 
rally once more for un attempt to turn 
defeat Into triumph. 

History's most momentous pence 
document, now revised beyond revi- 
sion, Is thus nccompnnled by the most 
aggressive,, the most flaying diplomatic 
note on record. It is Indeed u "cover- 
ing" letter, for It covers all the sins of 
the foe, nil his dark deeds before and 
during the wnr, nnd nil the rensons 
why he has been condemned nnd must 
suffer for' those sins. It Is, nt the snme 
time, n shnrp rebuke to the Teuton 
peace parllamentalres for "utterly full- 
Ing to understand the position In 
which Germany stnnds today."* .. 

This fact, the French premier ex- 
plains, forces him to open his letter 
with "a clear stntemeht of the judg- 
ment of the world which hns been 
formed by practically the whole civil- 
ized mankind." ' Then he enumerates, 
not under so mnny hendlngs, but In 
smoother nnd eloquent sequence, the 
long series of crimes to which, he snys, 
tho foe must turn If he seeks the rea- 
son for the stern justice of the pence. 

Germnny, he snys, tried for years 
before the war to dictate and tyran- 
nize over a subservient Europe. 

She taught her subjects the doctrine 
that might was right. 

She armed 'feverishly by land nnd 
sea nnd spread the falsehood that her 
neighbors were jenlous of her.

She was the first to use poison gas. 

She was tho first to bomb nnd shell 
defenseless towns.

MONSTER SCREEN AT 

METHODIST CENTENARY 



Special Lantern Devised For 
Throwing Pictures, 



Finishing details are being placed 
on the arrangements for s the erection 
Of the largest screen for the projec-' 
tioh of pictures over built in the 
world. This is to be ono of the fea- 
tures of the Methodist Centenary Cel- 
ebration, to be held in Columbus, 
Juno 20 to July 13. 

This monster screen will have a 
surface for pictures 115x115 feet Tho 
actual structure will bo several foot 
larger in each direction. A special 
lantern' has been successfully, devised 1 
for throwing theso tremendous pl<s.. . 
tures the. .nocoHsary distance. The 
screen will be 250 feet from the near- 
est spectator and will be built to 
withstand 40 pourfUs 'pressure to' the 1 , 
square foot. Tho lantern. whioh will 
project those""; pictures has already 
successfully thrown pictures on a 
screeu.in N'cw York City across a 
distance of four and a half city 
block^. According to Architect Harry 
CJ. Holbrook, the screen will bo, in 
effect, three sides or* a house. It is 
necessary to give it the foundations ' 
equivalent to_ a four-story building. 

In order that there may bo as much 
salvage as -possible after the screen 
has served Its purpose, tho .picture 
face will be of ntted lumber, whlcfi 
later, will be treated with a white 
surface preparation. ' 

The estimated cost of this screen 
will he 18,000. Tho ween and tho. 
lantern will be used 'in showing tho 
tons of thousands of views, made all 
over the .world - by Uhe Methodist 
Missionary Survey, which has-'tho 
nnast collection of pictorial rovio^.V 
anywhere In tho world. *
